The  responsibility  of  addressing  a diverse 
and  intelligent  group  such  as  our  student 
body  is  one  approached  with  great  serious- 
ness by  all  but  the  most  foolhardy  of  speak- 
ers. 

Traditionally  speakers  invited  to  the  “Y” 
reflect  conservative  established  viewpoints 
which  will  not  predictably  arouse  conflicting 
ideas  in  the  minds  of  the  students  who  hear 
them.  In  order  to  insure  that  this  standard 
is  maintained  proposed  invitations  to  speak- 
ers must  have  the  approval  of  the  Speaker 
Approval  Committee.

Recent  trends  toward  a broadening  of 
exposure  on  campus  through  a wider  spec- 
trum of  spoken  opinion  have  met  with  par- 
tial success  and  have  been  a source  of  op- 
tomism  for  faculty  and  students  alike.  This 
growth  is  possible  within  the  framework 
of  the  university  and  under  the  established 
criteria  of  speaker  evaluation. 

We  sincerely  hope  the  prospect  of  broad- 
ened exposure  to  speakers  will  not  foster 
a defensive  attitude  on  certain  administra- 
tive levels.  Evaluations  made  on  the  basis  of

Hanoi  Rejects 
Talks  Proposal 

TOKYO  (UPI)— The  Hanoi  re- 
gime Tuesday  rejected  Presi- 
dent Johnson’s  offer  to  meet  North 
Vietnamese  President  Ho  Chi  Minh 
“on  a neutral  ship  on  a neutral 
sea”  to  talk  peace. 

It  said  only  the  unconditional 
end  of  bombing  attacks  on  the 
North  and  withdrawal  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  from  South  Vietnam 
could  end  the  war. 

A Hanoi  newspaper  called  the 
Johnson  statement  “vague”  and 
attacked  the  President’s  recent 
visit  to  U.S.  military  bases  as 
signs  of  increased  escalation  of 
the  war. 

Johnson  climaxed  a Veterans’ 
Day  tour  of  military  installations 
last  Saturday  by  issuing  his  latest 
peace  appeal  to  Ho  in  an  address 
aboard  the  carrier  U.S.S.  Enter- 
prise.

SAIGON  (UPI)— North  Vietnamese 
forces  Tuesday  fired  heavy  122mm 
rockets  for  the  first  time  at  U.S.
